Russia Will Boost 
T rade Competition 


One way of predicting what Soviet Russia 
will be up to is to keep a w atchful eye on person­ 
nel changes w ithin the ruling hierarchy. The 
turnover in the Com m unist Party Presidium and 
in the P rem ier’s cabinet is frequently rapid, but 
basically the sam e faces keep cropping up. 
The changes often reflect upheavals w ithin 
the C om m unist P arty structure. Thus, w hen 
A ndrei P. K irilenko, party boss from Sverdlosk, 
regains a full seat on the Presidium despite 
having been dropped from that body only last 
O ctober, it is taken to m ean that K hrushchev, 
K irilenko's patron, has won a m inor dispute. 
A nother 
developm ent 
at 
the 
recently- 
concluded session of th e Suprem e Soviet de­ 
serves attention— appointm ent of a high govern­ 
m ent agency to coordinate the Soviet U nion's 
expanding program of foreign trade and eco­ 
nom ic aid. This is a clear w arning to th e W est 
th a t the K rem lin intends to com pete, as effec­ 
tively as it can, in this field. 
But it m ay encounter difficulties. Russian 
agriculture continues to lag badly, and is not 
producing enough to m eet the needs of th e 
population. 
K hrushchev 
lays 
the 
blam e 
at 
S talin’s doorstep, yet his own m easures have 
not proved them selves. M oreover, Russia lacks 
capital, an essential ingredient in foreign trade 
and aid. Among the Suprem e Soviet’s actions 
was the cancellation of a proposed w orld’s fair 
to be held in Moscow in 19 67. 
It would be surprising, however, if agricul­ 
tural shortages and lack of capital forestalled 
Russian tra de efforts. Russian Com m unists now 
reg ard this as essential to th eir effort to spread 
th e C om m unist revolution around th e world. 
The sacrifice will be on the hom e front, not 
elsew here.

My friend and colleague. Westbrook Pegler, wrote 
a sentence which gives me an opportunity to return to 
a favorite subject, nam ely, the increasing lack of pre­ 
cision in describing mir form of governm ent. We have 
three coeval branches in our governm ent; 
the l,egi.s- 
lative, Executive and Judicial. 
They are equal m 
authority, but there is a system of checks and balances 
in the Constitution which ties them together while sim ul­ 
taneously keeping them apart. 
The Executive consists of an elected .Administration 
which includes the President, the Cabinet, the indepen­ 
dent agencies and more recently, such w ar agencies 
as the .National Security Council, the Atomic Energy 
Commission, etc. 


The President is a bso lute In his a utho rity o v er 
the ( a blnet. Our Co nstitutio n ma kes no pro v isio n 
fo r Independent ( a binet o fficers. They a re a il sec­ 
reta ries to the President, a ssisUmts to him. the 
effectiv e serv a nts o f his po licy . Peg ler sa y s: 
“ The Depa rtment o f Justice wa s so pa rtia l to 
a ny a dministra tio n who se crea ture it ha ppened to 
be tha t the idea o f enfo rcement o f la ws a g a inst 
the pa rty ’s o wn henchmen wa s ridiculo us in a hitter 
wa y .” 


If an Attorney G eneral disagrees with the policies 
of his President, he is alw ays free to resign and to 
m ake a public statem ent as to the reason for his resig­ 
nation. 
In G reat Britain, of course, it is different. 
Each Cabinet Officer is elected to Parliam ent and 
therefore holds office in his own right. 
He does not 
re.sign from P arliam ent if he leaves the Cabinet. He 
m ay defend his course by a speech in Parliam ent, as 
a re.sult of which the (iovernm ent might fall and a new 
election would have to be held. 
Our form of governm ent has a long history, pre­ 
ceding the Constitution <1788'. 
Since the Con.stitution 
was adopted, there have been 23 Amendments to it; 
the first ten. generally referred to as the Bill of Rights, 
are really an integral part of the original document 
and some of them appeared earlier in .some colonial 
charters and in the Constitutions of newly-formed states 
Without them , the Constitution could not have been 
adopted 
The Prohibition Amendment was cancelled out by 
the Anti-Prohibilion Amendment. 
Of the 23 Amendments, therefore. 12 have not really 
been am endm ents 
The rem aining 11 in no substantial 
m anner altered our form of governm ent, which is to­ 
day, perhaps the most unchanged form of governm ent 
on E arth. 
And in it. the D epartm ent of Justice is 
an office which Is part of the .Administration and is 
therefore under the final direction of the President wh6 
alone is re.spon.sible to the citizens for it at an election 
A citizen who finds him.velf enm eshed in a quarrel 
with the D epartm ent of Justice has three possible 
recour.'^s: 
1. 
He m ay go into the Court.A and bring a com ­ 
plaint either as to law or equity. The Federal Courts, 
on the whole, have a long history 
jealous independ­ 
ence of the Administration and the Attorney G eneral 
does not necessarily win his case; 
2. 
He m ight appeal to a Congressional Com m ittee 
for an investigation. 
This is a political act. because 
Congress is a political body; 
3. 
The citizen might appeal to the President, to 
his Senator or R epresentative, or to the Press. 
It is unfortunate that in this generation, even in­ 
form ed persons speak loosely of our form of govern­ 
ment and of the nesponsibilitie.s of particular officials. 
Perhaps a reason for this is that as the Executive has 
grown so enorm ously and so m any personalities em erge 
Into headlines the centers of authority and responsi­ 
bility are often obscured. 


F'o r insta nce. the fo reig n po licy o f this co untry 
Is the respo nsibility o f the President. 
He a lo ne 
ma kes fina l decisio ns. The .Secreta ry o f Sta te is 
^ 
the President’s a ssista nt in this field. In the Ken­ 
nedy Administra tio n there a re ma ny men o f o ut­ 
sta nding reputa tio ns.

New Withholding Tax Plan Wasteful Unjust 


WASHINGTON — if th ere’s one 
issue that the American people 
can understand, it is that nobody 
—not even the governm ent — is 
entitled to take away from the 
citizen 
money 
that 
belongs 
to 
him alone and is not due for tax­ 
es. 
It now is estim ated by the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service that ap­ 
proxim ately $200 million will be 
taken from the citizens for differ­ 
ent periods of tim e each year and 
then returned later to the law­ 
ful owners. Many people in re ­ 
tirem ent will be affected by the 
proposed law that wtnild require 
corporations, banks and other in­ 
stitutions 
to withhold 
a certain 
proportion of dividends and inter­ 
est and pay it directly to the gov­ 
ernm ent every month or every 
three months. 
Will the citizen get any interest 
for the time his money is in the 
governm ent’s hands? Nobody has 
come forward yet with a practical 
plan even to com pute .such inter­ 
est. This “ over-withheld” money 
certainly will not be earning com ­ 
pound interest for the citizen at 
the bank during the period he has 
been deprived of it. 
The Adm inistration’s argum ent 
is that too much dividend and 
interst money is escaping taxation 
altogether and, in effect, that “ the 
end justifies the m eans.” This m ay 
m ake things easier for the tax 
collector, but can it m ake things 
easier for the conscieiict s of m em ­ 
bers of Congress who know they 
will be authorizing a confication 
of private property? The fact that 
this confiscation is for short in­ 
tervals each year doesn’t lessen 
its injustice. One of the ten com ­ 
m andm ents says something to this 
effect: “ Thou shalt not take w hat 
doesn’t belong to you.’’ There has 
never been any am endm ent to 
this which exonerates the gov­ 
ernm ent itself, including the Con­ 
gress. for participation in such a 
wrongful act 
It has been contended that all 
these problem s will he taken care 
of by the device of exem ption cer­ 
tificates which the citizen who 
owes no tax will file in advance

One way of predicting what Soviet Russia 
will be up to is to keep a watchful eye on person­ 
nel changes within the ruling hierarchy. The 
turnover in the Communist Party Presidium and 
in the Premier's cabinet is frequently rapid, but 
basically the same faces keep cropping up. 
The changes often reflect upheavals within 
the Communist Party structure. Thus, when 
Andrei P. Kirilenko, party boss from Sverdlosk, 
regains a full seat on the Presidium despite 
having been dropped from that body only last 
October, it is taken to mean that Khrushchev, 
Kirilenko’s patron, has won a minor dispute. 
Another 
development 
at 
the 
recently- 
concluded session of the Supreme Soviet de­ 
serves attention—appointment of a high govern­ 
ment agency to coordinate the Soviet Union’s 
expanding program of foreign trade and eco­ 
nomic aid. This is a clear warning to the West 
that the Kremlin intends to compete, as effec­ 
tively as it can, in this field. 
But it may encounter difficulties. Russian 
agriculture continues to lag badly, and is not 
producing enough to meet the needs of the 
population. 
Khrushchev 
lays 
the

at 
Stalin’s doorstep, yet his own measures have 
not proved themselves. Moreover, Russia lacks 
capital, an essential ingredient in foreign trade 
and aid. Among the Supreme Soviet’s actions 
was the cancellation of a proposed world s fair 
to be held in Moscow in 1967. 
It would be surprising, however, if agricul­ 
tural shortages and lack of capital forestalled 
Russian trade efforts. Russian Communists now 
regard this as essential to their effort to spread 
the Communist revolution around the world.

Plain Civics 


My friend and colleague, Westbrook Pegler, wrote 
a sentence which gives me an opportunity to return to 
a favorite subject, namely, the increasing lack of pre­ 
cision in describing our form of governm ent. We have 
three coeval branches in our governm ent: 
the Legis­ 
lative. 
Executive and Judicial. 
They are equal in 
authority, but there is a system of checks and balances 
in the Constitution which ties them together while sim ul­ 
taneously keeping them apart. 
The Executive consists of an elected Administration 
which includes the President, the Cabinet, the indepen­ 
dent agencies and more recently, such w ar agencies 
as the National Security Council, the Atomic Energy 
Commission, etc. 


The President is absolute in his authority over 
the Cabinet. Our Constitution makes no provision 
for independent Cabinet officers. They are all sec­ 
retaries to the President, assistants to him. the 
effective servants of his policy. Pegler says: 
“The Department of Justice was so partial to 
any administration whose creature it happened to 
he that the idea of enforcement of laws against 
the party's own henchmen was ridiculous in a hitter 
w ay.’' 


If an Attorney General disagrees with the policies 
of his President, he is always free to resign and to 
m ake a public statem ent as to the reason for his resig­ 
nation. 
In G reat Britain, of course, it is different. 
Each Cabinet Officer is elected to Parliam ent and 
therefore holds office in his own right. 
He does not 
resign from Parliam ent if he leaves the Cabinet. 
He 
m ay defend his course by a speech in Parliam ent, as 
a result of which the Government might fall and a new 
election would have to be held. 
Our form of government has a long history, pre­ 
ceding the Constitution <1788'. 
Since the Constitution 
was adopted, there have been 23 Amendments to it; 
the first ten. generally referred to as the Bill of Rights. 
are really an integral part of the original document 
and some of them appeared earlier in some colonial 
charters and in the Constitutions of newly-formed states 
Without them , the Constitution could not have been 
adopted. 
The Prohibition Amendment was cancelled out by 
the Anti-Prohibition Amendment. 
Of the 23 Amendments, therefore, 12 have not really 
been amendm ents. The rem aining ll in no substantial 
m anner altered our form of government, which is to­ 
day. perhaps the most unchanged form of governm ent 
on Earth. 
And in it, the D epartm ent of Justice is 
an office which Is part of the Administration and is 
therefore under the final direction of the President wrho 
alone is responsible to the citizens for it at an election 
A citizen who finds himself enmeshed in a quarrel 
with the Departm ent of Justice has three possible 
recourses: 
1. 
He may go into the Courts and bring a com ­ 
plaint either as to law or equity. The Federal Courts. 
on the whole, have a long history of jealous independ­ 
ence of the Administration and the Attorney General 
does not necessarily win his case: 
2. 
He might appeal to a Congressional Committee 
for an investigation. 
This is a political act, because 
Congress is a political body: 
3. 
The citizen might appeal to the President, to 
his Senator or Representative, or to the Press. 
It is unfortunate that in this generation, even in­ 
formed persons speak loosely of our form of govern­ 
m ent and of the responsibilities of particular officials. 
Perhaps a reason for this is that as the Executive has 
grown so enormously and so m any personalities em erge 
into headlines the centers of authority and responsi­ 
bility are often obscured. 


For instance, the foreign policy of this country 
Is the responsibility of the President. 
He alone 
m akes final decisions. 
The Secretary of State is 
0 
the President’s assistant in this field. In the Ken­ 
nedy Administration there are many men of out­ 
standing reputations. Some even possess political 
power and have followings. 
Adlal Stevenson, for 
instance, was twice a candidate for the Presidency; 
Averell H arrim an had been Governor of New York 


State; “Soapy” Williams of Michigan. 
But the final responsibility rests with the Presi­ 
dent. 
Any one of these men m ay agree or disagree 
with him but the decision is his. When William Jen­ 
nings Bryan, several tim es a candidate for President 
and beloved by many D em ocrats, disagreed with P resi­ 
dent Woodrow Wilson, it was Bryan who got out 
When 
Jam es Byrnes disagreed with President Trum an, Byrnes 
got out. 
Under our system, on the Executive side there are 
no “men around the President.” no ‘‘ruling circles,” 
ao “ assistant Presidents.” 
There is only an elected 
President.

New Withholding Tax Plan Wasteful Unjust 


WASHINGTON - If there’s one 
issue that the American people 
can understand, it is that nobody 
—not even the governm ent — is 
entitled to take away from the 
citizen 
money that 
belongs 
to 
him alone and is not due for tax­ 
es. 
It now is estim ated by the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service that ap­ 
proximately $200 million will he 
taken from the citizens for differ­ 
ent periods of time each year and 
then returned later to the law­ 
ful owners. Many people in re­ 
tirem ent will be affected by the 
proposed law that would require 
corporations, banks and other in­ 
stitutions to withhold 
a certain 
proportion of dividends and inter­ 
est and pay it directly to the gov­ 
ernm ent every month or every 
three months. 
Will the citizen get any interest 
for the time his money is in the 
governm ent's hands? Nobody has 
come forward yet with a practical 
plan even to compute such inter­ 
est. This “over-withheld” money 
certainly wall not be earning com­ 
pound interest for the citizen at 
the bank during the period he has 
been deprived of it. 
The Administration’s argum ent 
is that too much dividend and 
interst money is escaping taxation 
altogether and. in effect, that “the 
end justifies the m eans.” This may 
make things easier for the tax 
collector, but can it make things 
easier for the consciences of m em ­ 
bers of Congress who know they 
will be authorizing a confication 
of private property? The fact that 
this confiscation is for short in­ 
tervals each year doesn’t lessen 
its injustice, One of the ten com­ 
m andm ents says something to this 
effect: “Thou shalt not take what 
doesn’t belong to you.” There has 
never been any amendm ent to 
this which exonerates the gov­ 
ernm ent itself, including the Con­ 
gress, for participation in such a 
wrongful act 
It has been contended that ail 
these problems will be taken care 
of by the device of exemption cer­ 
tificates which the citizen who 
owes no tax wall file in advance

probably being omitted by small 
taxpayers, some of whom leave 
their money in the hanks to earn 
compound interest and do not have 
the m eans of calculating concur­ 
rently what they owe in tax. 
The whole controversy seem s 
likely to become an issue in the 
Congressional elections. Mail to 
m em bers of Congress is larger 
on this question than it has been 
on any issue in many years. No­ 
body should object to paying what 
he owes the governm ent for taxes, 
but plenty of objections are being 
voiced against paying money the 
citizen does not owe and against 
denial of the use of this money 
while governm ent, with its red 
tape, is taking m aybe months to 
figure out how' much was never 
owed and m ust be returned to its 
rightful owner. 
Also, by the time a refund is 
m ade.

operation has taken away a sum 
equal to the one just refunded. 
The citizen will have to apply 
continuously for refunds and m ay 
always have in a “ withheld” stat­ 
us $100 or more that he never 
owed in taxes in the first place.

Washington is alive with lobby­ 
ists of whom the latest, oddest, 
and conceivably the most dedi­ 
cated 
is 
Dr. 
Leo Szilard, 
the 
famed nuclear physicist, who is 
lobbying against war 
Many peo­ 
ple in and out of Congress have 
been against war. but no one be­ 
fore 
ever 
thought 
of 
lobbying 
against it. 
It would take a Hun­ 
garian to think of that approach. 
Szilard first broached his Coun­ 
cil for Abolishing War in a speech 
at H arvard University which he 
later repeated at eight other col­ 
leges and universities. 
The plan 
is very simple 
Peace lovers are 
invited to subscribe 2 per cent of 
their incomes to the council which 
will then act like any other lobby. 
That is, they" try to elect the 
people who vote right and defeat 
the people who don’t 
“ I’ve got 2,000 letters from peo­ 
ple pledging 2 per cent of their 
incomes 
already," 
Dr 
Szilard 
said. 
"Even if half of them de­ 
fault. that should bring in $200,000 
a year. 
The income group we’re 
aim ing at is around $10,000 a 
year ” 
Szilard would like to en­ 
roll 20.000 lovers of peace by the 
end of the year, 150,000 by the 
Presidential election year of 1904. 
If this rather misty dream cam e 
true, he’d have a lobby with $20 
million a year to elect and defeat 
candidates, 
which, 
he 
figures, 
would make it richer and strong­ 
er than the oil and gas lobby, the 
China lobby, the real estate lobby, 
or any other lobby. 
The peace groups are getting 
m ore 
vocal, 
more active, 
and 
above all more courageous 
Szi­ 
lard feels that every last interest 
has some special pressure ap­ 
paratus in Washington pushing its 
program ; peace should certainly 
have one too, and he's absolutely 
right 
It’s a little sad, though, 
that so noble a word has to des­ 
cend to the methods of the China 
lobby to get ahead. 
“Our main drive is to find good 
people on the local level to run 
for Congress.

the Senate in a small state costs

Only if we can persuade

An amended version of an addi­ 
tion to Allegany County's interim 
zoning ordinance 
pertaining

mobile homes on farms was ap­ 
proved by the Board of County 
Commissioners yesterday. 
Paragraph (e> of Section 9 was 
amended yesterday on n'otion of 
Commissioner .lohn 
.1. 
Rowan, 
and seconded by Commissioner 
Louis V. Shinnamon. The amend­ 
ed version as recommended by 
Earl E. Manges as attorney for 
the County Farm Bureau at a» 
public hearing Thursday night. 
The amended version reads as 
follows: 
ie> Provided, however, that on 
« farm any private mobile home 
or trailer house without qualifi­ 
cations or conditions except for 
the requirements of the Health 
Department, shall be permitted 
on condition that such 
mobile 
home or trailer house shall be lo­ 
cated at lea.st 100 feet from any 
permanent dwelling on adjacent 
property and shall comply with 
the .setback requirements in Sec­ 
tion 10. 


T w o Changes 
This version had two changes 
from the paragraph as recom­ 
mended by the County Planning 
and Zoning Commission to the 
county commissioners on April 10. 
The first change eliminated the 
requirement that the mobile home 
had to be incidental to the farm 
operation by striking out these 
words: 
Contost: 
“ Which is incidental and acces- 
jwiry to the operation of such 
farm or is occupied by memtiers 
of the farm family or by any 
family engaged primarily in work 
in such farm.” Mr. Manges point­ 
ed out that this deletion is neces­ 
sary to allow retired farmers to 
live in mobile homes on their 
farms. 
The second change from the 
paragraph as recommended by 
the Planning and Zoning Com­ 
mission as a reduction from 400 
to 100 feet the distance which a 
farm mobile home must be lo­ 
cated from any permanent dwell­ 
ing on adjacent property.

On Farms Get 
Amended Rules 


Only One Paragraph 
W ill Be Changed 


An amended version of an addi­ 
tion to Allegany County's interim 
zoning 
ordinance 
pertaining 
to 
mobile homes on farms was ap­ 
proved by the Board of County 
Commissioners yesterday. 
Paragraph (e' of Section 9 was 
amended yesterday on motion of 
Commissioner 
John 
J 
Rowan, 
and seconded by Commissioner 
Louis V. Shinnamon. The amend­ 
ed version as recommended by- 
E a rl E. Manges as attorney for 
the County Farm Bureau at a* 
public hearing Thursday night 
The amended version reads as 
follows: 
<e» Provided, however, that on 
a farm any private mobile home 
or trailer house without qualifi­ 
cations or conditions except for 
the requirements of the Health 
Department, shall be permitted 
on 
condition 
that 
such 
mobile 
home or trailer house shall be lo­ 
cated at least IOO feet from any 
permanent dwelling on adjacent 
property and shall comply with 
the setback requirements in Sec­ 
tion IO. 


Two Changes 


This version had two changes 
from the paragraph as recom­ 
mended by the County Planning 
and Zoning Commission to the 
county commissioners on April IO. 
The first change eliminated the 
requirement that the mobile home 
had to be incidental to the farm 
operation by striking out these 
words: 
“ Which is incidental and acces­ 
sory to the operation of such 
farm or is occupied by members 
of the farm family or bv any 
family engaged primarily in work 
in such farm.'' Mr. Manges point­ 
ed out that this deletion is neces­ 
sary to allow' retired farmers to 
live in mobile homes on their 
farms.

Succeed" is the la te st', he’s c u r­

appearing 
approxim ately 
twice a week on Mike W allace’s 
syndicated interview show, PM 
Although it is currently on only 
15 stations. Burrows is satisfied 
“ I'm doing it,” he says, “ be­ 
cause I enjoy perform ing. I en ­ 
joy having a forum, I enjoy talk ­ 
ing on many subjects. I ca n ’t do 
this when I have to do a routine 
on a variety program , so this is 
fun tor me. But I wouldn’t like to 
say I’m doing it for kicks—to me. 
lite is for kicks.” 
Burrows is a w riter, director, 
perform er, composer. 
Using al! 
these talents is. he thinks, a good 
way to sharpen each. 
•'When I write for a long tim e,” 
he says, “ I get stale Then I do 
something else and that sharpens 
my w riting.''
